A PANEGYRIC ON THE POPE, 
CARDINAL M cros gr s OPINION Of HIS ou. 

Last Sunday morning, for the first time since 
bis return from Rome, Cardinal McCloskey took 
part in public religious services in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, New Yor. 

The Gospel of the day was from the twenty- 
first chapter of St. Luke, referring to Christ's 
second omi After the Cardinal had read the 
Gospel he addressed the Congregation, saying 
that they would got, he was sure, expéct of him. 
while hardly yet recovered from the effects of s 
tedious voyage across the Atlantic, the delivery 
of a sermon drawn from the Gospel of the day. 


But, little prepared as he was, he felt that he 
should be wanting in a just consideration for bis 
audience, as well as justice to himself, were he 
not to seize upon the earliest opportunity to say 
a few words, if only to give expression to bis 
heartfelt joy at finding himself once more among 
his floek, and at hia accustomed seat. to perform 
the duties of bis office. It was his first duty to 
give fervent to the merciful Fath- 
er, who had watched over him, shielded 
him from accident, and conducted him in all bis 
journey in safety, and permitted his return in 
the fullness of health. Next, be would give 
thanks to all in his charge in his diocese for their 
earnest prayers and kind and sympathetic wishes 
during his absence. He was confident that the 
words they cared most to hear from him were in 
relation to the Holy Father. He bad been per- 
mitted to enjoy the privilege of beiog seated 
with the Holy Father in private converse, aud 
heard his words addressed daily to the hundreds 
who flock to see him, and he was much impress- 
ed with the moral grandeur and sublime dignity 
of the holy head of their beloved Church. No 
one couid come within that boly presence with- 
out being struck with reverential awe. A 
radiance seemed to g° forth from the Holy 
Father's countenance that lighted up the scenes 
around him. A melody was ita his tone

There was that belonging to him which sbowed 


that he was divinely appointed to be Christ’s-

aod the persecuting and 8 hand of 
irreligious power rising to choke the life out of 
the Church; and the benevolent light of his 
countenance would have long since been extin- 
guished bed it been in the power of man to do 
it. Heaven and earth might pass away, but 
God's Church would not pass away, nor the 
gates of hell prevail against it, Notwithstand- 
ap the efforts that had been made against the 
Cburch, it was stronger to-day than ever u was. 
The flocks were now more faithful and tender 
and loving toward the bead of the Church than 
they were before. Those who had faltered, or 
who had desérted, had previously been more of 
an incumbrance than aid, and the tests applied 
bad brought out in bold relief the fidelity of the 
faithful oves.

respects an exceptional, wonderful, and re- 
markable man, and his business transactions 
and wealth have run up into incalenlable num- 
bers. As yet be has declared himself bankrupt 
onfty m Austria, aod his creditoré in Prussia 
have so much faith in his ability, they think if 
he were only at liberty all would be right; if he 
cannot bring order out of the now stething 
chaos, no one living can, for he alone holds the 
thread that runs through all his numerous eu- 
terprises. He never bad a partner, trusted no 
one, asked uo advice, brooked no interference. 
| For years everything he touched turned to gold. 
Bis real estate in Prussia amounts to 60,000 
acres, in Polaad 90,000, and in Austria the es- 
tate of Zbirow alone contains 80,000 acres, and 
with the improvements is valued at 1,800, 000 
thalers. 

This estate has an historical interest. On it 
„Stands a castle long inhabited by Maria Theresa. 
For years the Austrian Government sought to 
sell it, but no purehaser could be found able to 
pay the enormous price demanded, until the all- 
powerful Strousberg glanced in the monetary 
horizon. He bought the estate of Zbirow, and de- 
veloped its resources until it has become one of 
the richest portions of Bohemia. He has worked 
its mines, built upon it a railway, erected saw- 
mulls, wagon and car factories, and his last im- 
provement is tenement houses, commodious and 
ample for 3,000 workmen, a emai! town in itself, 
with all the necessary bakeshops, provision stores, 
and other factories 1equieie tor the wants of 
his tenants.

THE PIGEONS OF ST. MARK’S, 

A letter from Venice to the Philadelphia Dul- 
letin says: The Piazza of St. Mark is where « 
stranger finds Venice, not at home,” but chez 
elle.” The Piazza is a vast salon. Fine build- 
ings with arcades surround the vast square, 
There seems to be no ipgress nor egresa. Around 
the sides of the Piazza are rows of tables and 
chairs ; in the centre a band plays several even- 
ings of the week. The place is brilliantly hght- 
ed, and high and low, rich and poor, go there to 
lounge, to walk, to sit and eat ices and drink 
coffee or sherbets. In the day-time flocks of 
the historical pigeons come wheeling and sweep- 
ing down into the Piazza to be fed, and you soon 
eatch the pretty habit of scattering corm 
and grain to these beautiful binds, 
Tne famous pigeons of St. Mark’s have 
a fine old History. The public care of 
them dates back, so runs the legend, to 
the taking of Tyre, in 1124. The people of Tyre 
used ocarrier-pigeons as bearers of dispatches, 
The Venetiana, who were besieging Tyre, noticed 
the birds going and coming. One day they 
caught a pigeon. It came from Damascus, and 
had a letter under its wing, which was from the 
Suitas, who urged the besieged to keep up heart 
and continue their vigorous defense, as a power- 
ful aid wae close at hand. The wily Venetians 
removed the letter and repleced it by another, 
which told a different story, that the Sultan 
could not send them anv help, as he was also in 
a sore strait; be, likewise, bad been attacked by 
an enemy, and needed all his forces for his own 
protection. This false letter they tied to the 
pigeon, released it, and it flew straight into the 
city. Whea the Tyreans read it they were so 
discouraged that they capitulated,, From that 
time, it is said, dates the pigeon partiality of 
the Venetians, and ever sines these birds 
have been protected and supported by the pub- 
lic. They give the hall-like Piazza a cosy bome 
look, and it is wonderfal how much they add to 
the architectural decoration of the ebureb and 
ducal palace. I have stood many a balf bour 
watcbing them, as they flew in among the carved 
foliage and heads of the cornices ; especially af 
the hour of sunset. Their soft-hned plumage 
assimilates most barmonioualy with che old stone 
carvings ; their green aud purple veck feathers 
flash Out in a stray sunbeam reflected down, and 
look as if they were rich old mosaios. Children 
are especally pretty when they are feeding the 
St. Mark’s pigeons. One of the most charming 
sights I have sean in Venice was a little girl (the 
daughter of one of our officers on board the 
2 by the way), about 3 years old, seated 
on the ground, suifounded by pigeons. She bad 
corm and grain scattered all over her; the 
pigeons were huddied one over another in her 
lan, on her shoulders, piled up on ber head; 
andout of thie fluttering mass of soft plumage 
peeped her sweet, solemn baby-fate. [expected 
every moment to see her hf ted up and borne off 
on the beautiful pigeon wings into Heaven. 

WINTER IN ITALY, 

A letter from Milan to the Boston Globe says: 
Give me a warm chmste in winter for being 
miserable. I cannot withstand the opportunity 
of putting iv a word of advice to those who in- 
tend coming abroad with the mistaken ides of 
escaping winter. Tobe eure, such places may 
be found, but in neither England, Prance, nor 


Italy. One may escape biting. cold and frost, 


but not a damp chill, that ie nearly or quite as 
trying as our own severe climate, though there 
are not such marked changes of temperature. 
One can bardly reconcile himself to the possi- 
bility of suffering from cold in 3 climate where 
some winters the roses bloom in the open air 
all through the Christmas holidays, but be 
assured you can suffer with cold in such a 
elimate quite as severely as in one 
whera the thermometer Wries from 85 above 
zero downwerd, In these countries they pre- 
bare and protect themselves egainst the heat, 
and little thought is given to the cold weather. 
Indeed, the people seem to ignore the fact that 
there is any necessity for preparing for so short 
a season of cold Weather. More especially in 
Italy (the favorite resort of Americans in win- 
ter) it is particularly mécessarvy to provide the 
warmest clothing, not forgetting Handels, 
—buying them always two or three sizes larger 
than required to allow for bad washing,—flan- 
nel bed-wraps, and Iodia-rubber hut-water bot- 
tles, to insute against damp beds and clammy 
linen. All Italian houses seem damp and chilly, 
which fact is accounted for, no doubt, by the 
manner in which thay are built. The ‘thick, 
solid walls are finished inside _ without 
scantling or lath, but plastered on to the solid 
masonry. The are of marble or cement, 
and no carpet, however thick, can keep the chill 
from the feet. The rooms are large and very 
high, ranging from 15 to 25 feet betwéen ceil- 
ings. The “excuse” of a stove m generally a 
small porcelain affair, built across oae corner of 
the toom; very pretty, indeed, all upholstered 
with velvet, ngs, and gimp, and very con- 
venient to use instead of a what-not or bracket, 
for placing. ornaments ** bric-a-brac.” 
Don't flatter yourself that it will add to your 
comfort. An open fire always looks cheery, 
bowever, aad, indeed, it has it advantages, for it 
calls into action any amount of exercise for 
your ingenuity, muscle, aud patience. The 
fires ate generally ready to light in all the 
rooms. The three small sticks of wood set up 
on end (for that is all an. Italian stove can be 
made to accommodate) are tucked full with little 
bundles of the lightest of littie sticks and 
bracobes, aod a most fascinating blaze leaps up, 
provided it does not pooh-pooh at you (which it 
generally does); but, alas! like all fascinating 
things, it vanishes ali too soon, for you general- 
ly find that when yon turn again to it three bare 
steaming sticks standing upright, with no more 
intention of burning than if they had just 
come from a bath i lere give 4 hint 
that is not found in the gu 
the only one left ont, I 
you first enter a hotel, 
once to all the candles that may be in the candie- 
sticks.. If you are really ambitious to reduce 
those three sticks to cinders, you — be to 
do it with the aid ot the candles, 
love letters that vou may have about you.

For them are prepared the loveliest 
suites of apartments, or, if they will, whole 
houses (called here hotels), charmingly decorat- 
ed and furnished or unfurnished at will, at rents 
varying from $2,000 to $10,000 per annum. For 
them are reserved such delights as gas, and 
water, and bath-roome, and bells, and other in- 
ventions of a later civilization. Bat, to persons 
with a limited purse, the case is diferent. 

Let us, therefore, imagine a family, compelled 
to pay due regard to economy, on the lookout for 
suitable quarters wherein to begin housekeeping 
in Paris. Three bedrooms are required, the sit- 
uation must be central, and the location must 
not be at the very top of a six-story mansion, 
where most of the low-priced apartments are to

STARTS OUT UPON A SEARCH, 

The usual preliminary step is to go to one of 
the three or four English and American house- 
agents who are to be found in the leading Amer- 
ican business-quarter of Paris, namely: the Rue 
Scribe and the adjacent thoroughfares. Gener- 
ally, however, the best plan for the apartment- 
seeker to puraue is to take a carriage by the 
hour, and traverse the streets of the quarter 
where he wishes to reside, stopping wherever 
the placard of Apartments to Let” may meet 
his eye, suspended to a balcony or protruding at 
the side of a porte cochere,—the yellow placards 
indicating furnished apartments, and the white 
unfurnished ones. The concierge, who usually, 
has charge of all matters connected with the 
renting of the apartments, and who gets @ per- 
centage upon thelr price, bas charge of 
the key, and will show the would-be b- 
calaire recen the rooms.

CAN COLVIN BE MAYOR TILL 1877 WITH- 
OUT AN ELECTION? 

There is little use in discussing the pro- 
prieties of the question whether Mr. Cor vm 
ought to keep his office eighteen months be- 
yond the terni for which he was elected. No 


disinterested person will deny that such a 


proceeding will be in direct violation of the 
principles of popular government, which 
give the people the right to choose their own 
public servants at stated intervals fixed by 
themselves. It is equally obvious that no 
man of any delicate sensibility would desire 
to retain an office by accident, trick, fraud, 
or a technical construction of the law, beyond 
the term for which he was chosen, in the face 
of even the slightest opposition to him. But 
all these considerations may as well be dis- 
missed, as they seem to have no influence 
with the present occupant, who has obtained 
from the Corporation Counsel an opinion 
that he can hold over eighteen months longer 
than he was elected for, and he has deter- 
mined not to budge unless forced from his 
usurped place by the mandate of competent 
authority. The only question that remains, 
then, is whether Corporation-Counsel Drcx- 
zy'’s opinion is correct, and we think there is 
sufficient doubt about this to justify bringing 
it to a judicial test. ä 
The real point at issue is whether or not 
there is a vacancy in the Mayor's office. If 
there is, the charter of 1872 is ample in its 
provisions for filling it; if there is not, then 
of course Cory cannot be displaced until 
the regular election for Mayor in April, 1877, 
as provided by that charter. Col vim was 
elected in the fall of 1873, and his term 
would have expired to-morrow under the 
old charter. The new charter provides that 
the Mayor shall be elected in April, 1873, and 
biennially thereafter ; it also provides that, 
on the adoption of the law, the city officers 
then in office shall exercise the powers con- 
ferred upon like officers in this act until their 
successors shall be elected and qualified.” It 
is on account of this conjunction that Cor- 
poration-Counsel Dicker says Covi may 
continue in office till April, 1877. In reply 
to the citation of the constitutional provision 
against the extending of official terms, Mr. 
Dickzy says: 

It haw been suggested that such extension of certain 
of these terms beyond the time named in the old char- 
ter is m violation of the Constitution where it says 
No low shall be passed which shall operate to extend 
the term of any public officer efter his election.” This 
law @ ndoubtedly does in some senre operate to extend 
the term of a public officer, but it was not passed after 
the election of these officers, The meaning of that 
clause of the Constitution will be more apparent if the 
words be troneposed thus : No law which shall oper- 
ate to extend the term of any public officer shall be 
passed after his election.” The words after his elec- 
tion” refer clearly to the time of the passage of the 
law, and not to the tume beyond which the term hall 
not go. 

We believe this is a fair presentation of 


1. The charter of 1872, in providing for 
the continuance in office of those who are 
office-halders at the time of its adoption, 
does not continue them till “the next regu- 
lar election,” which would probably have 
been the if such had been the in- 
tent, but only until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified.” This language 
clearly contemplates a vacancy ip the city 
offices, to be filled at the earliest moment 
consistent with the "public good. In the case 
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plain and unmistakable the other way if it 
had been the intention that the Mayor should 
hold over till the next general election for his 
office, and be the actual and not merely 
acting-Mayor until that time. 

3. Not only does the language of the 
charter of 1872, as quoted above, contemplate 
a vacancy in the city offices upon the adop- 
tion of the eharter, but this purpose was 
probably adopted in compliance with the 
constitutional provision that No law shall 
be passed which shall operate to extend the 
term of any public officer after his election or 
appointment.” If there had been no such 
constitutional provision at the time the Gen- 
eral Law of 1872 was passed, the terms of 
this law might possibly be distorted into 
meaning that all the officers may hold over 
after the’ adoption of the general charter 
until the next succeeding regular election for 
their respective places under that charter ; 
but, as the constitutional provision stared 
the Legislature in the face at the time it 
passed this general charter, it is more proba- 
ble that it was framed with the express par- 
pose of not violating the Constitution. 

4. Mr. Droxey’s construction of the consti- 
tutional prohibition of the extension of of- 
ficial terms is certainly not warranted, but is 
strained, forced, and illogical. The point he 
tries to make is, that the law was passed be- 
fore Mr. Col wm was elected, and therefore 
does not cover his case, because the law 
means, he says, No law which shall operate 
to extend the term of any public officer shall 
be passed after his election.” But Mr. 
Dicxey has no warrant for concluding that 
this is its construction. It is more likely that 
the Constitution means just exactly what it 
says, viz: No law shall be passed which 
shall operate to extend the term of any public 
officer after his election or appointment.” 
That is, the prohibition intended is not in the 


| passage of the law, as Mr. Dicxer’s para- 
| phrase would have it, but in the operation 
ot the law. Now Mr. Droxxy’s construction 
of the charter of 1872 would make it operate 
to extend Mr. Couviy’s term, and therefore 
such. a construction is unconstitutional as 
well as far-fetched and absurd. 

5. The spirit of the constitutional provis- 
ion as well as its letter favors this plain con- 
struction of its phrasing. It was obviously 
intended to prevent men in office from using 
their positions and inflyence to scheme for 
an extension of their term beyond the period 
for which they had been elected or appointed. 
Now it is notorious that Cor vm, while May- 
or, did use his influence to secure the adop- 
tion of the charter of 1872, and it is generally 
believed that he did so for the purpose of 
extending his own official term. If Mr. 
Dioxry’s construction of the constitutional 
provision were permitted, here would be 
a flagrant violation of the spirit and intention 
of the Constitution, which we do not believe 
the Courts ever sanction. 

These are some of our reasons for believ- 
ing that Mr. Dioxxr's opinion is thin and er- 
roneous, and that there is now a vacancy in 
the Mayor’s office. - If there is a vacancy it is 
a duty of the Common Council to call an 
election to fill it under the charter of 1872 
(Art. II., See. 2), which provides: When- 


ltrs 


ever a vacancy shall happen in the office of 
the Mayor, when the unexpired term shall be 
one year or over from the date when the va- 
cancy occurs, it shall be filled by an elec- 
tion.” If the Council fails to do its duty, or 
does not believe this to be its duty, the sim- 
plest way of disposing of the matter is to ap- 
ply to the Supreme Court at the Springfield 
term next month to issue a niandamus com- 
pelling the Council to call an election. The 
Supreme Court has original jarisdiction, and 
such an application as is proposed will finally 
dispose of the question one way or the other. 
Unless Col vm will agree to allow an agreed 
case to go to the Court next month, the Citi- 
zens’ Association, or some other eombination 
of crtizens, should take the matter in hand 
and see that the application is made.

ABOUT TENEMENT-HOUSES. 

The tenement-house is an outgrowth of 
what we call civilization, and a disgrace to it. 
It is only as wealth accumulates, as land 
grows dear, as population is concentrated, 
that the tenement-house comes to exist. The 
savage has his own wigwam or tent; the poor 
fermer has his own house; the poor artisan 
occupies one room in a crazy building that 
rears its stained and many-storied front in 
defiaace of every law of health, reason, and 
decency. It is not so very many years since 
a regular tenement-house was much unknown 
in Chicago. It is now, unfortunately, one of 
our commonest sights. Tenements line miles 
of unpaved streets and filthy alleys. House- 
drains and sewers are either unbuilt or un- 
used. Water-pipes are leaky, and the 
water-supply is often tainted with 
foul gases from the adjacent vaulis. 
Doors hang from a single hinge, or do not ex- 
ist. They have been split up into fire-wood, 
sharing the fate of stair-rails, fences, and 
sheds. Some of the rooms may, perhaps, 
show a distant approach to cleanliness, but 
the halle, unlighted, unwashed, used by 
everybody and cared for by nobody, are in a 
simply horrible state. Garbage is scattered 
about them and on the scanty plots of land in 
the rear of the buildings. Children, the 
laxury of the poor,” swarm in the passages 
in numbers great enough to make the shade 
of Mus sick, They are dirty, of course, 
viclous, equally of course. The air they 
breathe is laden with curses, and heavy with 
foul smells. The three Ds "—dirt, dis-

ease, and death are supreme here. It has 
been often and eloquently said that 
the house is the basis of civilization, 
and that every flower and fruit of modern 
life has its roots around the hearth-stane, 
There are no homes in a tenement-house ; 
the rooms are hells. The comparative cheap- 
ness of land in the outskirts of Chicago has 
partially saved us from the curse of over- 
crowding. Many of our tenements are one- 
story shanties, with only two or three rooms, 
and three or four families in them. But 
this slight gain is more than counterbalancod 
by the unpleasant fach that these shanties 
are often 6 or 8 feet below the legal level of 
the street, lifted by ro{len bits of wood a few 
inches above the greey scum that covers the 
stagnant pools around them. We are not 
exaggerating these wi che details, The 
uncolored report in Tax Tawune of 
Saturday of the condition of parts of 
the city shows that the actual state of 
affairs is even worse than this sketch makes 
it out to be. And it is easy for the doubter 
to satisfy himself. Let him spend a morning 
in walking through the districts where tene- 
ments abound, and eye, ear, and nose will 
unite their testimony to support the indict- 
ment against the men who own these wooden 
horrors, the city which permits their exist- 
ence, the religion that bends its energies to 
the erection of costly churches for the few, 
and never lifts a finger to save the many from 
such want, and wretchedness, and woe. 


The recent files of Tun Tarsone contain 
full accounts of the more notable successes in 
tenement-reform. Sir Sxpnexr Warxr.ow's 
company has found that it pays, in London, 
to pull down pestilence-breeding houses and 
put up clean, light, and airy homes. It has 
found that, with proper hygienic precautions, a 
given amount of ground can give comforta- 
ble, healthful shelter to twice the number of 
persons who starvo, and steal, and die in 
ordinary tenements on the same area. This 
has been shown by the Poor and the 
Burpert-Oourts buildings also. 4 single 
woman—Miss Far—has done a wonderful 
work in the worst district of London, where 
she met with far more opposition than any 
rival of her good deeds would here. The 
State Charities Aid Association of New York 
City has republished her papers on the sub- 
ject in one substantial pamphlet, which 
can be obtained for 25 cents by writing 
to the Association. It is a mine of 
information and valuable suggestion. The 
recent legislation by the English Parliament, 
—the Artisans’ Dwellings act,—and the at- 
tempts by the municipalities of London and 
Birmingham to use the powers thus conferred 
upon them, offer valuable hints as to the 
limits of law-making im such matters. The 
Society of United Workers” in Hartford, 
Conn., has done something in the way of 
mitigating the curse of tenement-life. All 
these, and other gallant efforts, have been 
editorially discussed in Taz Tann A 
paper can dono more. Individuals must do 
the rest. We have told the community what 
to do; we have now shown them the urgent 
necessity of doing something. Our task is 
done. That of the community, we are sorry 
to say, has not yet been begun.

WOMAN IN THE CENTENNIAL. 

The President of the Women’s Centennial 
Executive Committee, Mre. E. D. Guazxsrrm, 
has issued a circular setting forth the circum- 
stances under which the Women’s Depart- 
ment of the Oentennial Exposition was or- 
ganized, and giving a sketch of the general 
outlines of the work that the women of 
America will represent on that occasion, and 
also extending a very cordial invitation to the 
women of all other countries to forward arti: 
cles of their workmanship for exhibition. 
The outlines, as presented by Mrs. Guiiesrrie, 
are of a very practical character. It is pro- 
posed to confine the exhibits to representa- 
tions of what woman has accomplished in

year are dwelling among us as plain Mrs. 
Surrn or Mrs. Brown, with no suspicion that 
they have halos around their brows or lgurel 
leaves on their bureaus and toilet-stands. 
We do hope, however, that the women of the 
country will not be raised to the same dizzy 
heights of eminence occupied by the men by 
the same vulgar financial considerations, An- 
other most excellent feature of the Women’s 
Department will be the compilation of a vol- 
ume of American cookery, the women of each 
State contributing not more than twenty and 
not less than six receipts, If the full number 
be sent from each State, as will most likely. 
be the case,—as any average housekeeper 
can muster twenty good receipts,—this will 
give the country 740 receipts. It is to be 
hoped they will cover the ground of good, 
plain, healthy cookery, and that the gastro- 
nomic treatise will teach the women of Amer- 
-ica how to make good bread, cook steaks, 
chops, and cutlets, make pies that will not 
ruin the stomach and coffee that will not 
cloud the head, prepare vegetables that will 
not be greasy, and teach the young and bud- 
ding housewife how to prepare a menu and 
arrange a table to be attractive to the eye as 
wal as inviting to the palate. Such a con- 
summation is much more desirable than the 
thousands of receipts which now crowd our 
cook-books for the manufacture of ornament- 
al and indigestible fancy compounds which 
no one ought to eat, and the preparation of 
outlandish and bizarre dishes which no one 
does eat. Such a volume, if devoted to the 
preparation of the solid, substantial, and 
healthy viands, such as farnish forth the av- 
erage American table, too often in an un- 
healthy way, will be productive of inestima- 
ble good to the national health and temper. 
Reform is nowhere sq much needed as in our 
cookery. If the women can institute such a 
reform, the Centennial will not have been 
held in vain. Lastly, the circular says : 

In order to obtain a definite ides of the charitable 
ins ti u carried on by women, photographs of 
these tiona, with a short account of the same, 
are respectfully solicited from the women conducting 
such institutions in foreign countries as well as in 
America, An addition to the building will be pre- 


pared for educational purposes, the Kindergarten ; 
object, teaching and any other branches of education 


for which women are especially adapted will be here 
exibited, 

This department is also of the highest con- 
sequence, and the results which have been 
achieved, when they are placed sos to be 
seen at a glance, will, we doubt not, astonish 
the country. The scheme for the repre- 
sentation of woman appears to be an admira- 
ble one, and its development will be one of 
the most attractive and interesting features 
of the whole exhibition. It is a little re- 
markable, but at the same time very pleas- 
ant, to observe that the typical woman’s 
rights shrieker does not figure in the pro- 
gramme at all While this may provoke 
some opposition from Miss Anruoxr and 
other warlike ladies of advanced minds, there 
will be some compensation in the fact that 
their gentle war-whoops will not be heard—at 
least in the Woman's Department. 


The purchase of the stock of the King of 
Egypt in the Suez Canal by England, and 
the possibility that she may assume a pro- 
tectorate over that country, or possibly annex 
it, has given a new interest to the question 
of Egyptian finances. A statement of these 
finances for the year ending September, 1874, 
has been published, from which we take the 
following facts: The revenue for the year 
was $49,555,000, in which appear the follow- 
ing items: Land tax (the heaviest item), 
$20,265,000; tax on date-trees, $910,000 ; 
railway receipts, $4,390,000; salt-works re- 
ceipts, $1,230,000; octroi on tobacco, 
$2,500,000; customs, $2,970,000; and re- 
eeipts from Nile barges, $900,000. The e- 
penditures for the year were $44,080,000, 
the principal items being interest and man- 
agement of debt, $20,735,000; tribute to 
Turkey, $3,330,000; Khedive’s civil list, 
$1,500,000; expenditures on public works, 
$2,500,000 ; railways and telegraphs, $2,580,- 
000; publie instruction, $260,000; war, 
$3,530,000; marine, $445,000. The debt is 
divided into three classes: General loans 
contracted by the State amounting to $246,- 
351,900; the personal debt of the Khedive, 
which is in the nature of a public debt, 
$65,871,000; floating debt, $38,000,000,— 
making the entire debt $350,223,200, for 
which England is the principal creditor. 


The telegraph announces that the court 
of inquiry asked for by Gen. Baxzococx to 
investigate certain charges against him has 
been appointed by the President; that he 
has designated Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Saezrman, 
Maj.-Gen. W. 8. Hancock, and Brig.-Gen. 
Txery to compose the Court; and has 
named Dec. 9 as the time, and Chicago as 
the place, for the trial. This trial, of course, 
is in the nature of a court-martial, has no 
legal connection with the civil suits at St. 
Louis, and will not affect or interfere with 
them. Col. Ban is a Major of Engineers 
ip the regular army, and as such was bound 
to ask for a court of inquiry to determine 
whether his honor as a military officer was 
impugned by these charges. While he might 
be acquitted by a jury in a civil suit at St. 
Louis, this would not prevent his being 
found guilty by the court-martial and 
cashiered from the army; and while he 
might, on the other hand, be acquitted 
by the military court, it would not interfere 
with hie conviction im the civil tribunal. 
The two trials are entirely independent of 
each other. We hope his complete innocence 
will be made to appear before both the civil 
and the military tribunal, not only for his 
own sake and that of his host of friends, but 
also for the sake of the country.

OBITUARY, 


EX-UNITED STATES SENATOR IRA HARRIS. 

The telegraph on Friday announced the death 
at bis home in Albany of the Hon. Ima Hanns, 
at one time a very prominent public man in New 
York. He was born m 1802, in Montgomery 
County, N. I., and graduated from Union Col- 
lege in 1824. During the succeeding seventeen 
years he practiced law with great success. In 
1844 and 1845, he was elected to the Assembly, 
and the next year to the Senate. In 1848, he 
became Judge of the Supreme Court, and beld 
that position until 1860. In 1861, he was elected 
to thé United States Senate against Mr. Evanrs 
and Mr. Gunnar, after a long and obstinate 
siruggie. He was an ardent supporter of the 
LINCOLN scmunistratioa, and served on the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and Foreign Relations. 
In 1867, he became a member of the Constita- 
tional Convention, and since that time had lived 
in comparative retirement. |

It has been proposed that the Senate should 
elect some ove who is nota Senator to the posi- 
tion of President of the Senate pro em., with 
the duty of assuming the office of President of 
the United States in case of Grant's death be- 
fore the expiration of his term. This curious 
suggestion is published in the Washington 
Chronicle. The reason given for the departure 
from settled custom is that the accession of a 
Senator to the Presidency, in the event of 
Grant's death, would too greatly dimioish the 
Republican majority in the Upper House of Con- 
grees. It may be that, as the correspondent of 
the Chronicle save, there is no constimtional 
prohibition of the election of a pro tem. Pres- 
dent of the Genate who is not a member of that 
body, but the unaritten law of custom may 
well be taken as decisive on that point. 
Once. before in the history of oar 
poli-ies an attempt bas been made to induce the 
Senate to boldly choose a President of the United 
States, The success of that scheme was not 
such as to encourage even a moditied repetition 
of it. It was im 1801, when Jurversonand Bure 
had each received 73 electoral votes for the 
Presidency, and the election. therefore, devolved 
upon the House of Representatives, The Fed- 
eralista, who controlled half the State deloga- 
tions. were unwilling to elect either candidate. 
They wished to prevent any election and then 
induce the Senate to choose a Presideut. The 
pian was boldly denounced by their greatest 
leader, HamILron, although JErreRson's request 
to the then President, Apams, to veto avy bill for 
the purpose that might be passed was refused. 
The danger seemed so imminent that Jzrrenson 
went so far as to threaten armed resistance. At 
last, enough Federalists cast blank ballots to 
make him President.

An actor 
without an emotional temperament is made, not 
born; and such we conceive to be the case 
with Mr. Sullivan. As an artist be is the 
produc} of ha:d study and some physical quali- 
fications for thé profession. Each of the im-

this reason, no doubt, that the Richelieu aud 
Richard were so much more satisfactory than 
the Beverly and Hamlet.

* THE OUTER WORLD. 
PAULINE-VIRGINIE DEJAZET. 
There was a superstition in Peris that Dejazet 
would never die, but the telegraph informs us 
she is dead. Her dramatic career is without a 
parallel in the annals of the stage. Burn in 
Paris Aug. 30, 1798, she continued uuinterruptod- 
ly in the practice of her profession until a few 
months ago. Her debut was made at the tender 
age of 5 years in Fanchon,” an old play haviag 
few pointe of resemblance to the one with which 
the American public is familiar. In 1807, then 


being 9 years of age, Pauline-Virginie played 


leading juvenile parts at the Theatre des Jeunes 
Eleves, which was suppressed by the decree of 
1807. She was then given a succession of child- 
parts at the Vaudeville, and achieved a distin- 
guished success in The Sleeping Beauty.” She 
left the Vaudeville in 1817, and went 
to play in the provinces, being received with 
much favor at Lyons and Bordeaux. In 1821, 
her youthful charms of person then being at 
their height, she accepted ao engagement at the 
Gymopase, and appeared in a number of plays 
now little known, assumiog what have come to 
be termed “sympathetic” parts. In 1528 she 
passed over to the Theatre des Nogveautes, and 
created a number of characters there. Sbe was 
particularly complimepied for her impersonation 
of Napoleon at Brienne, which was at the time 
considered a very happy represeotation of the 
adolescent hero. In 1831 Mile. Dejazet went to 
the Palais Royal, where her acting in the 
“Judith and Holofernes,“ etc., 
bronght immense popalarity to her and to the 
theatre. She left the Palais Royal in 1844, and 
for five years played avery lucrative eugagement 
at the Varieties. For the next ten vears she 
played alternatel n the provinces and at vari- 
ous Parisian” thestres with never-faillug suoc- 
cess. In 1859 she leased the Folies-Nouvelles, 
which then assumed ber name. Here she 
made a . number of new creations and play- 
ed her oid parts with ber usual good fortune. 
In 1868 the world learned with astonishment 
that Mile. Dejazet bad become a convert, and 
was then about to take her communion. 
She was then 70 years of age. It was 
said, at the same time, that she was about to 
quit the stage; but her tardy repentance did 
not have this result. In March, 1969, she was 
allowed an anoual pension of 2,000 francs. 
Mlle Dejazet, even in her old age. frequently 
appeared id masculine and very youthful femi- 
nive parts. in all of which sue displayed ease, 
vivacity, and the fascinating charms of her eter- 
nal youth. Her singing of burlesque and 
sometimes naughty songs was the admiration of 
the town, and she was to the last a favorite 
among a people who are not accustomed to ex- 
cuse failing powers by a recollection of past ser- 
vices. She died in poverty. 
SUSAN DENIN. : 
The death of Susan Denin is anneunced. It 
resulted probably from injuries sustained by the

THE HUDSON-RIVER DISASTER. 
Cerreapondence New York Herald. 


Poverxegrsiz, Dec. 1.—The story of the dis- 
aster to the steamer Sunnyside, near West Park. 
at 2 o'clock this morning, is best told by Capt. 
Frank Leson, of the Sunnyside, who has made 
the following statement to me: 

We left Troy at 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
and, on reaching Albany, took the steamer 
Golden Gate in tow astern to follow us down, 
and proceeded as far ag New Baltimore with- 
out encountering much ice. At the latter 
place, the ice was wedged ia f there to 
Kinderhook, when we brought 12 it on 
account of a windrow across the channel. A 
barge, two canal-boata, and four propellers lay 
there all blocked in. We worked. ahead and 
back, aod finally worked through, but parted our 


hawser to the Golden Gate and made up our 
fninds we could not get that vessel through, and 
we came on aod left her lying there. After- 
wards we didn’t have very heavy ice. We worked 


slowly all the way from there to West Park. 
The ice was very heavy at the latter placein

I made up my mind 
then that we couldn't save her; tha: she would 
sink, I sent one of the waiters to wake up the 
wemen in the ladies’ saloon and tell them to 
come up into the stateroom hall forward. I 
then went to the pilot-house. Watson Dutcher, 
the pilot, was atthe wheel. I told him to put 
the steamer ashore to the westward. He hove 
bis wheel hard a portand put her ashore near 
Russell's dock, at West Park. This was about 
2:30 a.m. I then ordered the mate to lower 
away the lifeboats. 

Two of the boats hung in 3 crane aft on the 
quarter; I also told him to run a hawser ashore ; 


the mate lowered = 7 boat and rowed ashore, the 


ice being strong and thick all around us. Then 
we lay head on the flats and our engine was atiil 
working; before he could row the boat up the 
beach the steamer filled with water and slid off 
the flats alongside the channel bank. Theo he 
pulled the life-boat up to the vessel, and I order- 
ed all the passengers ou the forward promenade 
deck, myself and one of the firewen helping 
them up. Next I passed three women iato the 
life-boat, when quite a number of men jumped 
into the boat also; I tried to keep as many back 
as I could, but they were panic stricken. I yeii- 
ed to the mate to spove the boat off to the 
shore. Ail the time the steamer was settliog fast, 
and the water came up into the piiot-bouse. 1 
sbouted to everybody to go away aft on the hur- 
ricane oeck. as the vessel was going down head 
foremost. All the crew assisted me in gettin 
the ple off. Ihe mate had not got Seer 18 
or 20 feet from the sieamer, with the hfeboat 
full of peovle, before it capsi A terrible 
scene ensued. There must have been eighteen 
persons in the boat. The mate swam ashore, 
and the others that were saved swam back to 
the steamer. In all probability all that were lost 
were drowped from the capsizing of the lifeboat.

THE CONFERENCE HELD BY HIS GUARANTORS 
at the Grand Pacific last evening.

TWEED ESCAPES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Brooxtyx, N. I., Dec. 4.—Tweed escaped 
from Ludlow Streot Jail to-day. Until 2 
late hour nothing but the vaguest geu- 
eralities were obtainable from the autbor- 
ities, and men who were evidently pos- 
seesed of detailed information were 
dumb as oysters. It was, however, ascertained 
that for several weeks past it has been the habit 
of the prison authorities to allow Tweed to visit 
his friends in the city, accompanied, of course, 
by reliable officers, the pretext being tbat such 
license was reasonable to a man who had 
„ large amount. of private business to trans- 
act. The house to which the. Boss was 
taken yesterday afternoon is the residence of 
William M. Tweed, Jr. The old man’s house is 
on Fifth avenue. Warden Dunham appsared to 
have but a confused notion of what had taken 
place. He knew that be took Tweed from 
the jail, and be knew that Tweed 
bad run away, but how much time 
elapsed between his departure from tne jail and 
escape was more than he could tell. At one in- 
terview he thought not more than half an hour 
elapsed; at another he thought it might have 
been a full hour. Careful inquiry, however, 
made it clear (bat Tweed was full an hour on his 
way before the police had any intimation of his 
departure. : 

From all that could be learned it is within the 
limits to say that Tweed left the jail within a few 
minutes of 4 o'clock, aud it was after 6 o’clock 
when the alarm was raised. This gave him am- 
ple opportunity to be on board a schooner aud 
outside the bay, when the police began their 
search. The goverai opinion around the police 
headquarters to-night is that Tweed bas been 
taken on board a tugboat, and by it conveyed to 
& wailing schooner in the lower bay, bound for 
one of the South American States, in which an 
extradition law will totreach him. He would 
not be safe in Canada, and the European steam- 
ers had all sailed before he left Ludlow street. 

Tweod’s .lawyers are David Dudley Fieid, and 
Mr. Devo. Mr. Field was called upon by a Sun 
reporter, but after first expressing profound 
surprise at what had taken piace, would express 
nothing. He looked, however as if he thought 
nobody would by any process of reasoning coa- 
sect him with the proceeding. : 

Sheriff Connor affected to be overwheimed by 
the news of Tweed’s escape. He did not deny 
that he knew the privileges that had been per- 
mitied to the Boss, but insisted that every 
reasonable precaution had deen taken to in- 
gure the of the prisoner. Sheriff 
Cotmor, as an evi of his sincerity, referred 
to the fact that the law makes Sheriffs pecuni- 
arily responsible for the obligations of prison- 
ore whom they permit to. escape. The law pro- 
vides that if a Sheriff allows a person confined 
ander civil process to go beyond the limits of 
the jail, be, the Sheriff, shall be liable for the 
amount of judgment obtained agaist persons 
permitted to escape. 

So far as iweed is concerned, he has violated 
no law in making his escape. He was given 
permission to leave the jail, and that he did not 
choose to .eturo was not an offense in the eye 


of the law.

New Tonk. Dec. 4.—A dispatch was received 
at police headquarters this evening stating that 
William M. Tweed nad just escaped from the 
custody of Warden Dunham, of the Ludlow 
Street Jail. Word was immediately telegraphed 
te every police station m this city, Brooklyn, 
and neighboring cities, notifying the 
police to be on the lokout. Warden 
Dunham subseqguentiy called on II- 
spector Dilks, at the Police Central office, 
and stated that he bad accompanied the prisoner 
to the residence of Mrs. ‘Tweed, at Madison ave- 
nue aod Fiity-ninth street, and while there 
Tweed permission see bis wife pri- 
vately. Dunham unhesitaringly granted the re- 
quest, and Tweed seut up stairs to bis wife's 
apartments, leaving one of his sons to 
entertain Dunham and deputy. After 
waiting about ten minutes Dunbam became 
apeasy, and sent youmg Tweed up siairs 
to tell his father to come cown immediately, as 
they desired to return tothe jail. In a sbort 
time the P avers man returned and informed 
Dunham his father had gone. Dunham at 
once searched the house, but no trace of the 
Boss could be found. Leaving the Deputy in 
charge of the house, Dunham burried to the 
residence of Sheriff Conner and informed that 
officer of the escape. The police authorities 
were mptiy notified, and the Central Office 
detectives at once went out, scouring the city in 
all directions.

A TRIPLE MURDER. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 4.—About 1 o'clock thie 
morning William Aden, an Englishman and an 
expressmau for Cobb, Andrews & Co., living on 
Scranton avenue, quarreled with his wife, and, 
becoming enraged, he caught up an ax and com- 
menced butchering her with it, severing her head 
from her body and otherwise horribly matilating 
ber. Hethen went to the corner of Garden 
street, with an ax and hammer, and at- 
tacked his stepdaughter, cutting her io & 
fearful manner. Mrs. Benton, who attempted 
to interfere, was also chopped and pounded with 
the hammer. The two latter, although still 
alive, are beyond all hope. The house presents 
an awful sppearance. The walls aud ceilings 
are bespattered with blood, and pools of gore lie 
upon the flocr. Dishes are broken and chairs 
upcurned, showing a terrible struggle. Alden 
was atrested on Scranton avenue, while de- 
liberately settling up bis affairs, and was 
locked up. He gives as a reason for this triple 
murder that bis wife, who waa a widow when he 
married her, and his stepdaughter were stealiug 
him out of house and home. Waen questioned 
why be was not satisfied with kilung his wife, he 
said that he wanted to put au end to all the 
damned whelps, for they drove him to it.“ There 
is great excitement in this city over this butch- 
ery. Nothing so horrible has ever before hap- 
pened here.

CLEVELAND, Dec. 4.—Mre. Benton and Miss 
Hattie Aden, the two survivors of the dreadfal 
tragedy, are Still alive. Lhe former may recover. 
Tue latter will die. It seems that Mr. aud Mrs. 
Aden, who res.ded on the heights, had trouble 
in agreeing for some time, and recently separat- 
ed, but the busvand begged his wife to teturu 
to him, which she did. Miss Hactie Aden, the 
stepdaughter of the murderer, who worked at 
a m.ilinery store, would not live at home, but 
went to board with the family of George L. 
lenton. This enraged Aden, who made threats 
to vumpel her to return, but no attention was 


paid to hom. Yesterday Aden and wife had trou- 


ble, but nothing serious occurred until early this 
morning, when he accused her of concealiag 
money from him, and said/ that she and her 
daughter were taking all his money, and be 
would not stand it any longer. She made 
some reply, waich so enraged him tbat 
he seized a hammer aud kilied her. He then 
b.tehed bis horse to his wagon, took the bloody 
hammer, and drove to Forest street. hitched bis 
horse near Garden street, and walked to ibe 
residence of Mr Benton, No. 900 Forest street. 
Mr. Benton bad finished breakfast and gone to 
work. Mrs. Benton aud Mis Aden were sitting 
at the breaktast-table when Aden came ia 
without knocking, shut and locked the door, and 
commenced his bloody work. It is supposed he 
attacked his stepdaughrer, aud Mrs. Benton 
interferivg, he assauited ber.

Benton heard screams of murder aud the scuaf- 
fling, but as the meu bad all gone to wors it wee 
some time before they went out. One lady saw 
Aden walk leisurely away from tbe house; then 
saw Mre. Benton, covered with blood, crawling 
out of doors on her bands and knees. she 
ecreamed for help, ran and picked Mrs. Benton up, 
and carried her into the house. where she found 
Miss Hattie lying insensible. Physicians were 
called, who found that Hattie had three wounds 
upon ber bead, trom two of which the brains 
were oozing out, two or three cuts on ber shuul- 
ders, and a broken jaw. Mrs. Benton had two 
cuts on ner head, which haa broken the skull, 
and several on the shoulders, 

Aden, after leaving Mr. Benton's house, drove 
home, where he was arrested. When told be 
was arrested jor the murder of his stepdaughter 
aud Mrs. Benton, he coolly asked if tney were 
dead, and said ne hoped he had made a clean job 
of it. He said as soon as be put a dog-chain 
in the house he would go with the officer. The 
officer entered the house with him, where he dis- 
covered the dead body of Mrs. Aden. 

The murderer bas been in the employ of Cobb, 
Andiews & Co., as expressman for many years, 
and bas always been regarded as 3 
K natured man. He is 56 years of age. 

Tue Coroner held an inquest on the body of 
Mrs. Aden, returaing a verdict of death at the 
hands of ber husbaud. The murderer at the 
trial appeared caim as if he did not realize or 
care what he had done. 

A SWINDLING LOTTERY SCHEME. 

LovisviLzx, Ky., Dec. 4— Matt McUord was 
arrested at Livermore, McLean County, Ky., 
and brought to this city this morning by M. W. 
Chackett, Town Marshal of that place, and 
placed in the custody of the United States au- 
tyoritres. The prisoner is charged with setting 
up & bogus lottery and using the United States 
mails as a convetance to promote its interests. 
It seems that McCord has been traveling through 
Indiana distributing circulars through the mails 
at dilfereot Post-Offices. These circulars set 
forth the plan of a lottery which they represent 
to have been drawn at Livermore, Ky., Dec. 31, 
aod for the benefit of some charitable 
or religious institution of that place. 
Tickets $1. Answers to these letters were 
directed to be sent to Livermore, and when 
McCord arrived there he found a large lot of 
mail awaiting bim, and also an officer, who had 
been apprised of bis alleged rascality. In Me- 
Cordes trunk was found a large lot of mail mat- 
ter connec.ed with his scheme, among which are 
about 50 packages addressed to James A. Clark, 
Crawfordsville, Ind. It will be necessary for the 
authorities to ascerta u at which Post-Office this 
matter has been mailed, and then remand the 
prisoner to the United States Court im the dis- 
trict where the misdemeanors were committed. 
MeCord was placed in jail to wait furtner devel- 
opments.

Views of Prominent Citizens Con- 
cerning Its Sale. 


General Concurrence of Opinion that the 
City Should Dispose of It; 


And that Surrounding Property Would Be 
Enhanced in Value. 

In order to fathom the feeling and obtain the 
opinion of tax-payers generally, as to the advisa- 
bility of the city selling the three blocks lying 
be:ween Monroe aud Randolph streets, on the 
Lake-Front, to the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company, for the purpose of erecting a passenger 
depot thereon, a Tninuxz reporter was detailed 
ta call upon a number of well-known citizens 
yesterday afternoon, whose views are given be- 
low : 

The first gentleman seen was 

ME. 8. Mu. NICKERSON, 
President of the First National Bank, who was 
found in bis office, southwest corner of State 
and Washington streets. The following conver- 
sation took piace: 

Rep.—I came here, sir, to ask you whether 
you are in favor of selling the three blocks lying 
on the Lake-Front, between Monroe aod 
dolph streets, to the raiiroads for the purpose 
of building a depot there, and whether it is 
wise to sell it at the price offered, $600,000 ? 

Mr. W.—I am decidedly in favor of sell ng the 
property just at this time, because the city needs 
the money. 

Rep.—Do yon think it would prove a benefit 
to surrounding property 7 : 

Mr. W.—The building of the depot will, in 
itself, be a great improvement, and, of course, 
must benent the property lying in the vicinity, 
and then benefit the holders and the city gen- 
erally. As to the legal points involved, I know 


nothing. 

Mn. SOL A. SMITH, 
President of the Merchants Loan and Trust

aod vecessity for legislation of this kind. 
While the bill might not provide ali 
that mighi be needed, still it was a step in the 
right direction, — namely, ica the direction of vo- 
curing greater care, watchiulness, and wisdom 
in the settlement of the property rights of our 
fellow-men. It might be argued that it would 
mncrease the labor of the Circuit Judges. But 
for what did the Circuit Judge exist? Not for 
his Own comfort, convenience, leisure, or de- 
hgbt. out as the appointed setvant of the peo- 
pie to dete: mine taeir righ 8 in the cases brought 
before him. If, however, the Judge couid not 
keep up with the ivcrease of business, more 
Judges could be appointed. The whole plan 
and thought of the judiciary system was the ob- 
taining of justice, no matter at what cost. 

Mr. M. W. Faller suggested that, if the 
amendments were agreed to by the Committee, 
they should be embodied in the bill. 

. Blacs remaried tha: that was the inten- 
tion of the Committee. 

MR. GOODWIN 

was not satisfied with the arguments brought 
forward in bupport of the bill. In» bis opinion 
the proposed legislation was a step ic the wrong 
direction. The remedy for the evils which ex- 
isted was not by a multi lication of hearings, 
but by an iocrease of the jud to ena- 
ble the cases to be heard. is bill 
practically repealed that act of Congress which 
authorized the holding of the Circuit Court with- 
out the presence of the Circuit Judge.

DR. WILDER: . 
HIS PAST LIFE. 

Thomas Scott and John McAllister, colored, 
Jackson, alias Larkin, and young Darrow, who 
were implicated in the body-snaiching at Grace- 
land, were brought before Justice Summerfield 
yesterday morning, but owing to the continued 
absence of the Doctor their cases were continued 
until the 8th inst. The two negroes were put 
under $2,000 bail each, and the bail of the other 
two was raised from $300 to 31,000.

THE PAST CAREER OF UR. WILDER 
has been investigated with considerable close- 
ness, and a number of rumors—a good many of 
which have doubtiees but a slender foundation— 
have been put io circulation touching the past 
performances of his, which savor somewhat of 
illegality. It is said, among other things, that a 
couple of years ago, Dr. Wider made his appear- 
ance in the County Court in connection with the 
case of a man who was charged with insanity.

Wilder to the questions addressed to him were 
so decisive that the Court had no besitation ia 
declaring the man insaue, and ordering that he 
be committed to the hospital. In addition to 
this, Dr. Wilder was appviuted 
THE GUARDIAN OF HIS ESTATE, 
which is said to have amounted to avout $3,008, 
It is now alleged that the man was not insane at 
any ume, and that his conviction was the result 
of a fraud on the part of the Doctor to get pos- 
rty, and that the man, who 
had been sick, had been systematically drugged 
so that his reason was apparently affected. It is 
said that after be was sent to the hospital Dr. 
Wilder entered upon his estate, and, instead of 
mavaging it in such a manner as a prude.t stew- 
ard should do, dissipated it in riotous 
livipg, and spent it for bis own personal 
pleasure, until it gradually dwindled away. The 
man went to the hospital where, freed from the 
system of druggiog which it is said was prac- 
taced by Dr. Wilder, he soon recovered” the use 
of his faculties. It is a much harder thing to 
get ous of au asylum, however, than to get into 
one, and it took bim some time before the phy- 
sicians of the establishment could be satisfied 
that he was a fit subject to be at large. When, 
however, he bad salisfied them on that point and 
obtained his freedom, he returned to Chicago, it 
is said, to find that his false friend and uutt ust- 
worthy pbysician had left in his hands only 
about . 
DR. WILDER EXPLAINED 
to the man that he had endeavored to increase 
the capital, aud had, unfortunately, lost it in 
unsuccessful speculations. His motives, he said. 
were good, but the results which he had reached 
were as mortifying to himself as they were un- 
pleasant to the owner of the property. He 
promised, it is said, to make good the loss, but 
has not done so up to the present time. It is 
said that, in case the Doctor is arrested and 
brought to trial, the facts in thie and otber 
cases in which he was concerned will be brought 
fully before the public.

THE M'CONNELL CLAIM, 
To the Editor of Ihe Chrcago Tribune : 

Cuicaco, Dec. 4.—Will you allow me a brief 
space in your columns to correct some of the 
errors in the telegram of your Washington 
special which appeared in your issue of the 3d 
inst., with reference to what is known as the 
**McCennel land chim,” which claim, let me 
say in passing, does not extend north from the 
river to Chicago avenue, as stated in Tan Trin- 
ung of this morning, but only toa point or line 
a few feet north of Kiuzie street. Your 
special epeaks of this claim as  hav- 
ing deen sleeping in the Interior 
Department since the decision of Jake Thomp- 
soa, Secretary of the Interior, io 1858, and which 
bas now been revived by specuiators.” This is 
wholly erroneous, My late father. Murray Mo- 
Connel, entered the land in question in June, 
1836, and since that date there has never been a 


day when the claim has been allowed to sleep,“ 


technically or actually, but, on the contrary, it 
has been pressed with all the vigor a single 
claimant could command against the forces 
which opposed, ever since that day, before some 
tribunal, in some shape, and all the occupants 
of the ground bave had legal notice, and most, 
if not al, of them actual notice otherwise. 
Suits were pending in the courts of this county 
in the winter of 1868-9, and a dedimus issued 
therefrom, directing the taking of my father's 
deposition io the matter, reached Jacksonville, 
where he resided, on the train which arrived 
there from Chicago three hours before he was 
murdered in his office. Many then thought the 
two events were connected, aud many think so 
still. I have never thought so. mis murder and 
the subsequent destruction of many of the papers 
in the case in the great fire of 1871, involy- 
ing long and tedigus labor to replace them, 
have been the only causes of delay for which 
Government or court officials have not been di- 
rectly responsible since 1836. 

Neither bas the case been revived by specu- 
lators.” It has never slept. Since the death of 
my father it has been pressed by mvself alone as 
one of his heirs, and his only legal representa- 
tive. Whatever responsibility aitaches to this 
eifort to assert a vested right. I assume. 

I do not desire to make any statement of the 
facta or of the argument based on them. That 
has been and will be done in proper time aud place. 
You will, however, pardon me for trespassing 
fuither to ray that there is not, nor could there 
be, any ground for the implication of deveption 
President Grant. The record submitted to 
bim was the work of Government 
couise, with which counsel or parties could have 
nothing to do. 

Pardon me if I add, also, that while there can 
be no objection to the publication of fairiy- 
stated facts of general interest, there is always 
just cause of objection if tne pubiished state- 
ment is partial, ex parte, and full of false impli- 
cation.

CALVARY, 
A BAFFLED ATTEMPT, 

A Tame reporter yesterday ran across Mr. 
T. D. Guinea, Superintendent of Calvary Ceme- 
tery, and as the public, since the desecration of 
Graceland, has taken a more lively ioterest in 
the gentlemen who have charge of the last 
resting-place of the dead, stopped him and 
asked a few questions in regard to the graveyard 
in his special charge, the answers to which will 
probably not be without interest to tne public. 

Reporter—Well, Mr. Guinea, has Wilder's per- 
formance stirred up your people to extra vigi- 


lance ? 

Mr. Guinea—We always have been on the 
look-out from the fact that more attempts per- 
haps have been made on our cemetery, or a por- 
tion of it at least, than on some of the others. 

R.—Any recently ? 

Mr. G.—The last that we know anything about 
was nearly a mooth ago—tbe 8th of November. 
That evening a couple of our men were 
lying in the ditch near where the single 
grave division is located. They were waiting 
there, watching to see what might turn up, when 
a couple of men came along and settled them- 
selves down also in the ditch, and right near 
them, the two parties being separated onlv by a 
littie brushwood. My men sg@gited and waited, 
expecting that these two meu would presently 
leave their hiding place and set to work. While 
ther were watching they beard the sound of 
digging at a littia distance off in the cemetery 
and started in the direction of the sound. The 
left the ditch the two 
fellows who were there whistied 
to their confederates who had been 
digging, and the latter at once set off at fall 
e eed, leaving behind them a pick, sbovel, ax,

and coat, all of which were captured. The 


guards fired at the fiving men, using a Spencer 
rifis and-revolvers.
